TREASURY AND SILVER PURCHASES 


Some Figures Showing the Amount 
to Be Purchased and the Prices. 


THE POSTAL CARDS TO BE CHANGED 


Some Sizes to Be Done Away with—Notes 
and News of the Departments—The 
Gold Reserve. 


Washington, July 12.—(Special.)—There 
are each day added indications that the 
repeal of the Sherman law will be aecom- 
panied With considerable difficulty. With 
the contested elections in the senate, how- 
ever, it will be a long time before the 
repeal qnestion can be reached in that 
body, While it is almost like guessing at 
the attendance of the world’s fair, the 
present indications are that congress will! 
run itg extra session into December. 

General Wheeler, of Alabama. at all 
times an interesting figure in the house, 
has some unique views on the financial 
situation. In speaking @f the struggle 
of gold and silver for the supremacy, he 
said today: “The great struggle of the 
next twenty years, as it has bbeen in the 
past, Will be the fight between the United 
States and Great Britain for the com- 
mercial supremacy of the ‘world. The 
United States and Mexico, which is, geo- 
graphically, and should be commercially, 
a part of us, produce three-fourths of the 
silver of the world. Great Britain, on 
her side, controls the countries producing 
one-half ef the gold of the world. It is, 
therefore more to the interest of England 
to establish a single gold standard, and 
their statesmen are doing their best to 
bring about the demonetization of silver. 
On the result of the battle depends the 
supremacy of the two nations. [ have 
every confidence in the democratic party 
to prevent the attainment of England’s 
object. The question before congress is 
to preserve the monetary value of gold 
and silver. When gold ceased to be a 
commodity, in 1879, an era of great 
prosperity occurred throughout this coun- 
try. What will be the result if gold be 
now allowed to go to a premium and again 
become merchandize. it will be difficult to 
foretell. Qme thing is certain, if the 
United States hopes to sustain itself in 
this struggle against England, it has got 
to keep silver 6n a parity with gold.” 

Changing the Sizes of Pestal Cards. 
Postmaster General Bissell has decided to 

abandon the three sizes of postal cards now 
in use and to substitute one size for both 
e:ugie and reply cards. With that purpose 
in view, the specifications which have been 
sent to prospective bidders for the con- 
tract of furnishing the postal service ‘with 
ecards dnring the next four years e¢all for

half. by’ five and one-half inches. This is 
known as international size, it 
being used generally by the 
countries composing the interna- 
tional postal union. The double or reply 
ecards now in use will be continued with 
the size when folded reduced to that of the 
international card. These two cards will 
take the place of the small or ladies’ card, 
the médium and the large card. 
Dispersing the White Squadron. 
The dispersal of the vessels that partic- 
ipated in naval review continues and as 
st as they can be made ready the white 
ships are being sent to the four quarters 
of the globe. The latest to receive orders 
to safl is the Yorktown, now at the New 
York navy yard. The cruiser, Charleston, 
which has been undergoing repairs at the 
Norf@k navy yard, is now ready for sea 
and will leave for Valparaiso, Chile, for 
onjers and if no orders await her there 
she will proceed to Callio, Peru, where 
instructions will be sent her. 
The silwer Purchases. 
It looks very much as if the treasury of 
the United States would be compelled to 
do some active work in order to carry out 
the provisions of the Sherman law which 
requires the purchase of 4,500,000 ounces 
of silver bullion every month. July is 
now almost half gone and still the treas- 
ury has purchased only a fraction more than 
16 per cent of the 4,500,000 ounces, - the 
urchas@®s umounting in ounces te 738,000. 
The price paid when the June purchases 
were completed was .8220 per ounce. July 
7th following 1,278,000 ounces were Offered 
ani only 100,000 ounces were taken at 
1200. The next day 538,000 ounces of- 
fered by telegraph at .7230 were accepted. 
The 100,000 ounces purchased Monday at 
-7150 complete the purcheses so far made 
ths month. The director of the mint to- 
day made a counter proposition of 375,000 
ounces offered at prices ranging from .7200 
to .7350, in which he agreed take the silver 
at .7150. This may be accepted before the 
end of the calendar day;:-if so, will not 
figure in the result until tomorrow. Even 
Should this offer be accepted the total pur- 
chases will amount to a fraction less than 
35 per cent of the total required for the 
month.

BETTER AND BETTER, 


Each Day Finds the Financial Condi- 
tion of the Country. 


GOD REPORTS FROM THE BANKERS 


They Have All the Currency They 
Need Just Now, 


AND SAY EVERYTHING 1S} IMPROVING. 


Country Bankers Buying Paper in the 
Cities—The Good Done by the Loan 
C:rtificates—Other Matters.

New York, July 12.—Notwithstanding the 
flurry in the stock market today bank pres- 
‘dents and others occupying positions fa- 
miliarizing themselves with current condi- 
tions unanimously agreed itthat the general 
situation has improved and continues to 
do so. There is notbing in the financial 
situation of the country to produce such an 
unsettling effect. At several of the banks 
it wus said today that considerable amounts 
of currency had been received yesterday 
and again this morning. One large Broad- 
way bank yesterday received $500,000 in 
gold and currency from the country. Some 
of the gold was rece ved back from Call- 
fornia. The Fourth National bank rece.ved 
$541,000 in currency yesterday for country 
correspondents and today its receipts of 
currency by the first express de.ivery 
amounted to $185,000, with a lot more 
in sight. 

As an indication of the easier condition pre- 
vailing, it was reported today that many 
country banks were remitting currency here 
and getting back some oof their bills re- 
ceivable which they had red‘scountel here 
three or four weeks ago, taking advantage, 
of course, of the rebate in the discount 
for the unexpired time, 

At all the large banks today it was said 
that the demands of out-of-town customers 
for accommodation were lighter than they 
had been for weeks. The down town bauke 
still report a scare.ty of currency, but it is 
believed that the supply will soon be more 
than equal to the demand. All the signs 
today, it was said, pointed that way. 

All the Currency They Want. | 

Many of the large up-town banks re- 
ported today that they had all the currency 
they wanted and the president of one well- 
known institution said that he had refused 
an offer of $100,000 in currency last night 
in return for clearing house certificates. 
The offer of some banks to pay the express 
charges on currency from the country has 
had a very stimulating effect on shipments 
to this city. It is said that one large dowu- 
town bank adopted this plan some days ju 
advance of the other banks and filled its 
vaults before they learned of the circular 
it sent out offering to pay the = express 
charges. It made good use, however, of its 
stock of currency by helping out the clear. 
ing house in the payment of the balances 
due to the subtreasury during the last week. 

The subtreasury was debtor for several 
hundred thousand dollars to the clear.ng 
house this morning for the first -time in 
the last week, which showed that the 
steps taken by the subtreasury officials 
to compel the bankers to present their gov- 
ernment checks for payment in the clearing 
house instead of over the subtreasury coun- 
ter had a decided effect. It is thought that 
the unofficial intimation by the clearing 
house committee that if the practice of 
certain banks of presenting government 
checks direct at the subtreasury for pay- 
ment Were not stopped other and more 
vigorous steps would be taken for that 
purpose proved to be more efficacious than 
the subtreasury payments of 
checks in gold. Besides  count- 
ing the gold and earrying it back to 
the bank and the fact that currency was 
more urgently needed made the banks by 
no means averse to receiving it. But thes 
did not care to run the risk of having part 
of the big banks collect on them and pre- 
sent them over their counters for ensh. 
hence a turn this morning on the part of all 
of the offemg-ng banks to the custom of 
presenting their government checks through 
the clearing house in the ordinary way. 

Country Banks Baying Faper. 

Two or three cases were reported today. 
mostly in Pennsylvania, coming into this 
market as buyers of commercial paper 
in a small way, tempted thereto by the high 
rates and the fact ‘that they had the money 
to their eredit with their New York agents. 
The amount of such purchases in the ag- 
gregate is pot large, but it is believed to 
indicate an easier monetary condition in 
eertain sections of the country. The New 
York banks through whom these transac- 
tions were consummated, reported them 
gladly, although, it meant a decrease in 
their deposits. ° 

Note brokers today reported. some buying 
of commercial paper by three or four of the 
large banks, but not to any great extent. 
The banks, outside of one or two well-known 
leaders in that class of business, are still 
mostly confining their dealings to their 
own customers. 

Situation at Philadelphia. 

The condition of the banks in Philadelphia 
was reported to be Practically unchange:! 
and New York exchange js only obtainable 
in that city at a high premium, averaging 
about $2.50 per $1,000. Some of the Phil- 
adelphia banks have decreased their in- 
debtedness to their correspondents in this 
city, but their debtor balances are still very 
large. The New York banks, however. are 
treating them very lintently and not prese- 
ing them unduly for payment. But the 
New York merchants are suffering because 
of their inability to collect drafts on Phil- 
adelphia except after much delay. Some o: 
the largest banks jin th's city are only re- 
ceiving drafts on Philadelphia for collection 
and it takes many days to get back the 
money for them. : 

Shipments of Specie. 

The North German Lloyd steamer, Trave. 
Captain Salvor, from Bremen, wmen saied 
this afternoon for New York, has on boar!

Seligman wll ship 100,000 ounces. of sil-

Colorade Mines May Open. 

Regarding the silver question in the west. 
the president of a prominent down-town 
bank received the following letter today 
from the head of a leading mercantile house 
in Denver, Col., which has dealings throuch- 
out the silver states: ; : 

In regard to silver mining in this state 
will say that we candidly believe the present 
situation has been much exaggerated and 
that as soon as there is any prosnect for ov 
taining a definite price for silver, a great 
many of our mines will be opened on as large 
scale as formerly. This we say on the supp. 
sition that the present price of sliver, say 75 
cents per ounce, is a reasonable price, as sij- 
ver costs very nearly this figure to produce. If 
the price of silver should decline materially 
below 75 cents per ounce, then it will un- 
doubtedly be a curtailment to the production 
in this state, but we believe that. as a rule 
merchants will be able to pay their accounts 
in full and that the loss to jobbers at any 

t in this state ought to ave a very

The extent to which the cred.t system pre- 
vails throughont Spanish America is un- 
known in the north and the debtor, when he 
sees his resources diminished by one-haif 
by the sudden depreciation of money, is 
inevitably forced to the wall. But one 
failure has occurred here during the year— 
that Obarrio & Co., but that had no con- 
nection with the silver panic.” 


BUSINESS DISASTERS, 


Several Banks Closed—Failures Announced 
Yesterday. 


Garnett, Kan., July 12.—The Bank of 

Garnett, one of the jeading institutions of 
Anderson county, closed its doors this morn- 
ing, catching some depositors rather heavily 
and the county treasuter for $13,000 of 
the county’s money, It is thought the bank 
will be able to pay out, but considerable 
excitement now prevails, 
_Springtield, Mo., July 12.—The Bank of 
Commerce has failed. The last statement 
showed $256,000 in resources, a surplus of 
about $10,000 and $176,000 in deposits. 

J. T. Gray, an extensive dry goods dealer, 
has failed for $15,000 

Milwaukee, Wis., July 12.—The grand 
jury, after investigating the failures of L. 
A. Lappen & Co. and the Plankinton bank, 
has reported indictments for all the officers 
and directors of the Plankinton bank. 

London, July 12.—The failure of William 
Baker Moore, a stock broker, Was an- 
nounced. at the exchange this afternoon. 
Another failure was reported today, that of 
rank Harold Boyer, a stock and share 
broker, who was unable to meet his en- 
gagements. 

Washington, July 12.—Comptroller Eckles 
today appointed E. R. Fogg receiver of the 
Nebraska National bank, at Beatrice, Neb. 

Chicago, July 12.—Charles M. Barnes, 
Stationer and bookseller, assigned today; 
assets, $171,000; liabilities, $115,000. Con- 
fessiou judgment entered last night in the 
superior court caused the suspension. 

Shelbyville, Jil., July 12.—The sensation 
in regard to the failure of the Thornton 
bank has been heightened by the failure of 
the Star mills for nearly $80,000, The bank 
has long carried the mill, and among the 
liabilities of the latter is about $70,000 due 
Thornton & Son.

Mr. Thomas Sexton, the anti-Parnellite 
leader who refused to’ fBey~ the order of 
Chairman Meller to withdraw the expres- 
sion he used: at last night's sitting of the 
cominittee of the whole of the house of 
commons in regard to the speech made by 
Mr. Broderick, censervative, in the course 
of which the }atter characterized the Lrish 
as being impecunious and garrulous, is stil 
quite indignant at the action of Mr. Meller 
in suspending him, and is determined, if 
possible, to be set right in the matter. a j 
the session today Mr. Sexton asked Speak- 
er Peel if Meller had not violated the riles 
of procedure of the house in suspendinz 
him for disorderly conduct, and if he could 
obtain the judgment of the house on the 
conduct of Mr. Meller. 

The speaker said that Mr. Sexton had a 
right under the rules to give notice of a 
motion questioning the conduct of Mr. 
Meller. Mr. Sexton thereupon gave nofice 
that he would move the adoption of a reso- 
lution declaring that the chairman of the 
committee of the whole had misused the 
power of his pftice in suspending him. 

Mr. Garvin B. Clark, radical, member for 
Caithness, said that he supported Mr.

The Home Rule Bill. 

When the house went into committee of 
the whole on the Irish government act, 
more commonly known as the home rule 
bill, Mr. Gladstone announced the with- 
drawal of the in-and-ont subsection of 
clause 9, which provided that the Irish 
members of the imperial parliament should 
not be entitled to deliberate, or vote on 
any bill or motion, the operation of which 
was confined to Great Britain or some part 
of it, on a resolution rela*ing solely to some 
tax not raised or to be raised in Ireland, 
on any vote or appropriation of money 
made exclusively for some service not men- 
tioned in the schedule of the, act covering 
the imperial liabilities, expenditures and 
miscellaneous revenues: On any motion or 
resolution exclusively affecting Great Brit- 
ain or some part thereof, or some local au- 
thority, or some person or thing, therein, 
or any motion or resolution incidental to 
any such motion or resolution, relating to 
some tax not raised or to be raised in Ire- 
land, or incidental to such vote or appro- 
priation of money as above defined. By 
the withdrawal of this subsection the eigh- 
ty Irish members to be retained in the im- 
perial parliament will have_rights fully 
equal to those given to the British mem- 
bers. 


TWO MEN KILLED 


And Two Fatally Injured by the Explosion 
of Gas in Mine. 

W lkesbarre, Pa., July. 12.—Two men 
were killed. two fatally injured and two 
badly hurt by an explosion of gas in the 
Pettebone mine, operated by the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Company at Wy- 
omivg, late this afternoon.

The Appeal Issued by the Silver Men in 
Convention in Denver. 


SILVER THE MAIN STAY OF THE STATE. 


Review ofthe Fight That Has Been 
Made Against It 


BY MONOMETALLISTS HERE AND ABROAD 


The Sherman Act Not of Their Asking. 
Special Appeal to the South—Color- 
ado Senatorsand the Force Bill. 


Denver, Col., July 12.—The interest in 
the silver convention has not yet in the 
least abated from yesterday and when it 
was called to order this morning standing 
room Was net to be had. 

After the appointment of delegates to 
the Chicago and St. Louis silver conventious 
and to the goldbug gathering at St. Paul, 
the committee on resolutions presented the 
following report, wh:ch was unanimously 
adopted: 

Appeal to the People. 

To the People of the United States: The 
people of Colorado, standing in the gloom of 
impending djsaster and representing in condi- 
tion and sentiment the people of Montana, 
Idaho, Wyoming, Nevada, South Duakota, 
Utah, Arizona and New Mexico, with rever- 
ence for the constitution and unswerving 
loyalty to the general government, present 
for your calm and caretul consideration the 
following facts, before you give your ap- 
proval to the destruction of silver as money, 
and to the final establishment in this country 
of the single gold standard of values and thus 
at one stroke, change all debts to gold debts, 
and inaugurate a never-ending rise of gold 
und a.continued corresponding fall in the 
vrice of commodities, 

Congress has been called to meet in extra 
session on August 7th. Preceding that call 
the classes which have struggled for twenty 
years ,;to overthrow the bimetallic money 
standard provided by the constitution, inaugu- 
rated a panic, which they untruthfully charg- 
ed to the existing silver law, ignoring the 
facts that there were $300,000.000 of out- 
standing legal tender notes commonly called 
‘“‘greenbacks,’’ that were equally available 
with the treasury notes issued in payment tor 
silver to draw gold from the treasury; that 
the balance of our foreign trade had turned 
ugainst us, rendering settlement abroad with 
American gold a necessity, and that the great 
bankers of Europe were purchasing gold with 
which to change the money gtandard of Aus- 
tria and to fill the treasury vaults of other 
monarchial countries. The evident purpose 
was to create prejudice against what is Known 
as the silver purchasing act and under pres- 
sure secure its unconditional repeal. 

The success of this scheme was enly partial. 
Venal presidential patronage, supplementing 
false and incendiary utterances by the gold 
press, aggravated by daily circular assaults 
upon the law by eastern money brokers sent 
to every commercial body and banking corpo- 
ration in the four quarters of the country, 
had possibly won over the house of repre- 
sentatives to it; but even the president ad- 
mitted that in the senate there was a stanch 
majority ugainst it. Suddeniy, like a fire bell 
in the night, the news was flashed beneath 
the. oceans that free coinage in india had 
been suspended and that the market price of 
silver had fallen in twenty-four hours fully 
49 cents per ounce. This startling action, 
forced upon the Indian government without 
a moment’s warning, the step held in secret 
contemplation by the British government 
for mouths to be taken at a critical and op- 
portune time—when the consternation it must 
create, it was hoped, would stamp out the 
ast phalanx of bimetallism defenders—must 
have had as one of its chief aims to bring the 
senate in line with the subservient lower 
house. 

The Call for an Extra Sersion. 


Immediately the wires were burdened with 
appeals to the president from banks and 
clearing houses and commercial bodies for: an 
extra session, and to senators. to repeal the 
Sherman law, which, it was claimed, was re- 
sponsible for all the disaster. 

The call was made; the time for the ses- 
sion to commence is early; so early, indeed, 
that may it not have been the hope of the 
presideut that the panic would subside and 
the measure of repeal be forced through be- 
fore reason resumed its sway and truth and 
logic dominate congress. The foes of bimet- 
allism—and they fairly number all those who 
oppose free coinage of silver alike with gold, 
as it was before the demonetization of silver 
in 1873—openely declared that they will be 
eontent with nothing less than the uncondi. 
tional repeal of the silver purchasing ciause 
of the Sherman law. It is for that they strug- 
gie; it was to secure that that the panic was 
created and freé coinage in India suspended. 

Unconditional repedi, that Meds siriking 
from the laws the iast remnant of legislation 
that secures coinage for silver. It fixes the 
United States firmly in the ranks of the 
single standard nations. It is the consumnia- 
tion of the conspiracy, organized at the ciose¢ 
of the Franco-Prussian war, to destroy one- 
half of the coined money of the world, leav- 
ing the other half to bear alone the vast 
mountain of eredit upon which the world’s 
business is conducted, inviting more frequent 
panics and rendering them more destructive 
and enduring. 

It is idle to hope that reducing the value of 
silver to the lowest stage will force Great 
Britain to seek an international solution of 
the dilemma. The home of the single stan- 
dard is in her islands. Its members have 
fuliy anticipated the low degree to which 
silver will. descend. They have discounted 
its disturbance of her Indian trade and 
steeled their hearts against the crime it will 
be against her Indian subjects. The power 
that could force its yoke upon Germany, the 
Latin union, Austria and the United States, 
that could gain to its aid the daily press of 
the country; that could control for twenty 
years the national conventions of the great 
American political parties, granting in their 
platforms professions of bimetallism, but al- 
ways securing presidential candidates un- 
alterably opposed to it; that could change an 
overwhelming sentiment among the people for 
bimetallism to a feeling of enmity or in- 
difference, can never be induced to relent. 


The Sherman Law. 


The Sherman law is not the work of the 
silver producing states. It was forced upon 
the country against their will. Their con- 
stant demand has been that of the agricul- 
tural states of tile west and the south, and 
of the working masses of the whole country. 
They have not sought to impose upon the 
country some new financtal nostrum, but 
have asked simply for the restoration of the 
coinage laws as they were from the first 
year of federal legislation until athe _re- 
peal of 1875. The Sherman law Was the 
trick by which that restoration was defeated. 
Tt was accepted by bimetallists as a pledge 
that the old iaws should at some future time 
‘be restored and they now demand, not that 
the Sherman law shall be retained, but that 
the hostage shall be redeemed by the re- 
enactment in its stead of the coinage laws 
under which the country grew and prospered 
for more than three-quarters of a century. 

The charge that the Dimetallists demand 
that 60 cents shall be made a dollar is a lie. 
It was a trick of the singie standard conspir- 
ators that lessened the value of siiver. Had 
gold been demonetized instead of silver—re- 
taining for silver its greatest and chiefest 
functton—gold would not today be worth 5 
cents per ounce and the silver value and 
purchasing power would be increased largely 


above its former highest figure. 


What bimetatists do ask, and all they asx, 
is that the ‘aw retating to coinage, as it was 
for the seventy-five years of the country's 
greatest growth shall be restored without 
the addition or expunging of a syllable. With 
that law re-enacted and a fair trial of it 
silver would resume its former relative vaine 
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local effects the unconditional repeal of the 
silver jaw wilt have? The silver mining 
states and territories, embracing 1,000,000 
square miles of continent, with 2,000,000 
Americans inhabiting them, depend pecunia- 
rily upon sflver mining for their prosperity. 
That industry is very healthful and nearly 
every other industry receives a support. Ag- 
ricuiture will not thrive without artificial ir- 
rigation; its mines of coal, iron, stone and 
ciay, while magnificent, are worked with 
such labor and so remote from other local 
markets that their movement would be fee 
ble and their operation disastrous without 
the stimulus the mining industry affords. It 
supports our industries, supplies our rail 
roads with freight, stimulates travei, Keeps 
bright the fires of smelters and sends cus- 
tomers to the shops of our merchants. It 
has built in the valleys and upon the moun- 
tain sides magnificent cities and thrifty 
towns and villages, great manufactories of 
paper, corton, leather, fron, steel and clays, 
and distributes their finished products and 
supports thousands of prosperous and happy 
families. But because agriculture is so [lim- 
ited in area, confined to narrow etrips along 
our few seanty streams, our labor so high 
and its handiwork so remote from otner 
than the local markets—the coal is mined, 
the coke is burned, ‘the rail is rolled, fruit is 
gathered—in the main the owners and work- 
ers in silver mines and smelters, and the 
proprietors and workmen of the industry 
and callings are dependent upon them. 


stagnation of Business, 


The reduction of the price of silver to 
about 70 cents has shut down 99 per cent of 
the silver mines of the country, and the 
smelters must soon follow their example. 
There are in Colorado 15,000 miners who 
know not where to turn if work is not re- 
sumed. There will soon be added to this 
idie army of laborers 4,000 smeiters. 
stone quarries are pearly ali shut dowa; t! 
railways are laying off train crews by the 
score; the foundries are nearly all out of 
order; the farmers and fruit growers will be 
barely paid emough to save their crops; the 
mercnants are countermanding their orders; 
the traveling houses seek almost in Vain ior 
customers. 

This is no exaggeration. The destruction 
of the silver industry will devastate the 
country as if swept by a cyclone reacMing 
from the British possessions to the Mea.can 
border line. Lhe picture is net onty of Col- 
orado with its mining industry destroyed, but 
represents the conditions of other mining 
states and territories with the same calamity 
upon them. It requires the one metal suppie- 
mented by the other to remunerate the iead- 
silver miner. Not less than 55 per ceut of 
the gold producing countries depend upon the 
maintenance of the siiver industry. The 
piacer and creck washings, the earliest and 
most prolific source of our gold suppiy, are 
practical'y exhausted. Those who contend 
for the single goid standard will fully mis- 
lead you as to the cost of producing siver. 
We say to you in the most solemn and truth- 
ful manner that reliable statistics prove that, 
including Dut legitimate items in the ac- 
count, the silver of Colorado costs, by the 
time it is on the market, not 'ess than $1.2 
per ounce. Like gold, some silver is pro- 
duced for much less than its market value, 
but the average cost of silver is fully the 
highest price it ever brought in the market. 
Ail of the mining states and territories are 
a debtor Ciass. 

Stop and consider, men of the east, how 
many millions of your money are invested 
with us. The funds of estates of widows 
and orphans have been loaned on our land 
and bave built our edifices. Colorado ‘has 
been a great state for such investments. 
Have the people of any state ever proved 
more punctilious in prompt repayment? The 
legislature enacted laws to suit its own 
people unrivalled in liberality to the 
creditor—that no man might shirk or escape 
aavyment of the borrowed dollar. ‘There are 
heid throughout the east hundreds of millions 


of dollars in railway stocks and bonds, in 


municipal securities, in trusts and mortgages,~ 


the payment of the greatest bedy of which 
depends upon the prosperity of the_ silver 
mining country. We, of Colorado, pride our- 
selves upon our eommereciel-and- fimuncial i 
tegrity. No calamity can induce us to fe- 
pudiate one dollar of an honest debt. AJI of 
our assets are the will of our creditors for 
their reimbursement. But if, by bad con- 
gression™ legislation, if tMough congress 
you shall wipe out the great industry of the 
section around which all others cluster for 
vigor and profit, the value of our Fm aloe 
will shrink; our business will be destroyed; 
our towns and cities will be largely depopu- 
lated and the railways traversing the west- 
ern half of the continent will be sold into 
bankruptcy. 

Certainly in the face of such unmerited af- 
fliction you cannot blame us if we are thus 
deprived of ali ability to meet our obligations. 

You may, it is true, take the country in 
payment, but after you get it, what will 
you do with it? But though you may do ail 
in our’ power, whether in ignorance or true 
selfiishness to d@Stroy us, we will not submit 
to poverty without a struggle. We shall seek 
to open up new markets and build up our 
siiver industry along new lines and with new 
and more sympathetic neighbors. Colorado 
has added her vote to tariff, the wall between 
this country and Mexico, and the silver pro- 
ducing and using republics of the southern 
continent. As Senator Teller, one of the 
stapchest supporters of this exclusive policy, 
declared but two years ago in the {hited 
States senate, it was not Colorado's interest 
to vote for such jsolation, but Colorado is 
thinking more of her sister states than of 
herself. and had patriotically sacrificed her 
own in their interests. 

Appeal to the South. 

In the south Colorado appezls with more 
soulfelt words. ‘Iwo years ago you feared 
with sinking hearts and paling lips the enact- 
ment of the law that threatened to deprive 
you of self-government and to turn your elec- 
tion booths over the tender mercies of 
federal bayonets on election day. To save 
you from the outrages of the federal force 
bill, Colorado’s two senaturs—republicans— 
defied the edicts of their party catcuses and 
defeated what was to you the certain humilia- 
tion and the horrors of subjection to the elec- 
toral will of your former slaves. We saved 
you them. You can save us now. With us 
tow it is more of a death struggle than it 
was then to you. If the schemes of the gold 
kitigs are accomplished—if the present silver 
law should be repealed uncoulitianally—the 
great bulk of us will be paupers and our 
great and wonderful state will be set back in 
progress more than a quarter of a century. 

Colorado, great in its resources, proud of its 
wonderful record, fill with brave men and 
good hearts, inakes this appeal for preservation 
to the open-hearted and generous people of 
the country. We are confident that it will 
not be in vain. The atrocity of making home- 
less, through the destruction of the chief in- 
dustries of one million square miles of Amert- 
ein territory, the 500,000, men, women and 
ebildren with all the attendant evils of en- 
forced and hopeless idleness can never be the 
work _ an American congress with your ap- 
proval. 

Hopeful for speedy delivery from the 
crushing burdens of a financial system. begot- 
ten of the greed of Great Britain’s remorse- 
less money power and for the prosperity in- 
separable from an American system which in- 
cludes the free coinage of gold and silver 
at the American ratio of 16 to 1. we submit 
to the people of the United States this state- 
ment of our canse. 


The Convention Adjourns, 


The convention, after arranging for a fund 
with which to disseminate free coinage 
literature in the east, adjourned sine die.

AN IMPORTANT CASE AT COLUMBIA 


In Which Judge Gary Refused to 
Grant a Writ of Injunction. 


THE PORTNER BREWING COMPANY'S DEF\ 


It Openly Disregards the Law and Wil] 
Make a Test Case—The State Dispen- 
sary Board to Meet Tuesday. 


Columbia, S. C., July 12.—(Special.)\—Tix 
writ of prohibition which was asked for py 
citizens of Columbia, who did not desire to 
have a dispensary forced upon the city upon 
the illegal and faulty count of the board of 
control, was today denied upon a technical- 
ity by Judge Gary. 

General Leroy F. Youmans, who handled 
the case for the citizens, had been instruct- 
ed by his clients not to fight the establish- 
ment of a dispensary or to test the consti- 
tutionality of the law, but simply to see 
whether the legal requiremetts were com- 
plied witu, 

It was clear that a majority of freeholders 
did not sign the particular petition upop 
which the appointment of the contested dis- 
pensary was based, The attorney general, 
who appeared for the state, argued. that 
such a writ would only hold where the coun- 
ty board of control had exceeded its juris- 
diction and that it was neither alleged nor 
proven that there had been an excess of 
jurisdiction. 

General Youmans argued and cited nu- 
merous authorities to show that there had 
been an excess; that none of the statutory 
provisions providing for the appointment of 
a county dispenser had been complied with 
and that any violation of the statutory law 
and the imposition of what is called in the 
act a “nuisance” is a clear yiolation of the 
jurisdiction of the board of control. 

Judge Gary, in rendering his opinion, said 
that he had no right to grant the writ ef. 
prohibition, because there was no jurisdic- 
tion on his part to enter into the facts of the | 
case; that he had no more right to construe 
what was a correct list of freeholders than 
the county board and that it would not be 
within his jurisdiction to behind the re- 
turns upon a writ of prohibition, He based 
his authority principally apon a recent de- 
cision of the supreme court in the case of 
the city of Columbia. 

It is expected that an appeal will be 
taken, An effort made to have the snees 
act as a supercedeas and in that way have 
the dispensary closed yntil a decision in the 
appeal case is reached. 

Judge Gary did not mention in any way 
his opinion as to the constitutionality of 
the law or whether an application for an 
injunction would have held.

What About the Money? 


Why hasn’t the money that was received 
from the sale of the Lang knitting mills 
been distributed to creditors?

AN EMINENT GEORGIAN, 


Who Lies at the Point of Death in Atlanta. 
An Interesting Career. 

Lawrenceville, Ga., July 12.—(Specia]l. )— 
There lies at the point of death, age ~ ae 
dence of his son-in-law, in Atlanta, one of 
the most conspicuous men and prominent 
actors upon the public stage during the last 
half century of Gwinnett’s history. 

Colonel James P. Simmons, now passing 
his seventy-seventh year, is one of the origi- 
nal Jandmarks of Gwinnett county. Some 
days ago he and Mrs. Simmons went to At- 
lanta, visiting their daughter, Mrs. Ida 
King, wife of George E. King, and while 
there became suddenly ill and for four days 
he has been unconscious of anything and 
anybody. He is the father of Major William 
i. Simmons, known throughout the state, 
both as an able lawyer and a skilled scholar 
in the science of politics. His son, Terrell E., 
is a professor of a western college. His 
daughters, all accomplished, have been for- 
tunate in contracting marriage with men 
who have since risen to wealth and distine- 
tion—Hon. R. B. Kelly, of Mobile, a dis- 
tinguished railroad attorney and prominent 
in Alabama politics; Mr. G. E. King, of 
the King Hardware Company, of Atlanta, 
wealthy and of high standing in the com- 
mercial circles of Atlanta; Mr. D. J. Proc- 
tor, famous in politics and business circles, 
of Forsyth, Ga.; Dr. T. K. Mitchell, emi- 
nent as a surgeon, and Colonel Sam J. 
Winn, a lawyer of high repute and a typi- 
cal representative of the old school of 
southern chivalry, both of Lawrenceville, 
constitute his family of sons-in-law. 

In 1876, Colonel Simmons erected his own 
tombstone and constructed his last resting 
place, He came to the conclusion that he 
was going to die during the year of the an- 
niversary of American independence and at 
great cost built a rock and marble yault at 
old Fairview cemetery. 

He was admitted to the bar about six de 
cades ago and became one of the foremost 
lawyers of the state.

ackson. He was famous as a pleader and 
had no superior as such among these giants 
of the past.

He was and is 4 remarkable man in many 
respects.

On the other 
hand experts in the revenue service say 
that the system would not make it nec- 
essary to employ many extra officials, 
and the matter of perjury is only a fan- 
ciful objection. Rich men in England 
do not perjure themselves to escape the 
income tax and there-is no good reason 
for supposing that they would do it here 
and risk the penitentiary. 

When we consider the tremendous 
drain upon the people for a generation 
in the shape of a 60 per cent tariff, fed- 
eral pensions and other expenses, it w'Ti 
be seen that the income tax would af- 
ford a greater degree of relief than any 
other one thing could give. The tax 
should be a graded one, as Thomas Jef- 
ferson suggested. It should begin with 
$10,000 incomes and. the percentage of 
the tax should increase -with each addf- 
tional $10,000 of income. This is the 
way to lift the burden from the masses 
who are unable to bear it, and cause the 
expenses of the government to be paid 
by the men who enjoy most of its ben- 
efits, and who are able to pay a tax 
without feeling it.

The Members of the Annexation Con- 
ference Finish Their Work. 


ATLANTA AND WEST END ARE ONE 


Such Is the Verdict of the Commit- 
teemen at Last. 


A GOOD’ DAY'S WORK THEY'VE DONE. 


Atlanta Ge\s Much to Be Thankful for, but 
West End a Great Deal More, 
All About It. 


“Where is West End at?” said Goodwin 
to Nelms. 

“Where all the other good things are— 
iu Atlanta!’ quoth he. 

And then the two mayors shook hands, 
and the other gentlemen of the annexation 
conference looked at each other in genuine 
gratification and delight, and said they 
were Willing, and then shook hands all 
the way round. It was a genuine old 
hallelujah time of it they had marrying the 
two cities off, and everybody felt right 
good at the nuptial celebration. 

Somebody said something about mint 
juleps when it was all over, but Council- 
man Harry Stockdell wanted to hurry off 
to the baseball park, Judge Jim Ander- 
son declared he had “‘a man up the street” 
Waiting for him, and the West End con- 
tingent all said “We never drink, thank 
you,” and this broke up the meeting. 

Annexed! Yes, so far as the verdict of 
the annexation conference goes, Atlanta 
and West End have courted themselves into 
a marriage. 

There was but one feeble little utterance 
in opposition to the deal. Captain 
Stephens, of the Atlanta committee, said 
he thought Nelms had hidden a Jack” up 
his sleeve and turned it on Goodwin, 
making low, Jack and the game for West 
Iund; but all the other members of the 
Atlanta committee said “Pooh,” and 
when the vote came Captain Stephens sat 
siient in the corner. 

The thing is fixed. Somewhere on the 
pages of history it is said there used to 
be a town by the name of West End. 
Visitors to the seventh ward of Atlanta 
hereafter will find where that good town 
once thrived. : 

Maybe, the signs on he westbound 
Street cars will continue to bear witness 
to the fact that there once was a West 


End, but they will be empty words, so 
far as municipal organization is concerned. 


Atlanta, the proudest, busiest, livest and 


most irrepressible city of the south. holds 
her own—and West End. She has always 
held her oWn against all obstacles and 
will continue to do so. Better able than 
ever to hold her own is Atlanta with 
West End as her seventh ward. 

It certainly is a happy deal for this big 
city. Happy for West End, too. so far 
as that is concerned. Mayor Nelms, of 
that good city, has said so, and he ought 
to know. All of the West End council- 
men present said “the same thing. 

Atlanta gets a thriving western suburban 
region that will give her wealth and popu- 
lation. 

West End gets a great big city, 
pride of the south, will all its teeming 
wealth, busy streets and smooth pave- 
ments, sidewalks like skating rinks, water 
flowing~free’ from iron plugs about the 
streets, airy and spacious schoolhouses, 
policemen to keep the “boogars” off nt night, 
sewers and sanitary facilities, and every- 
thing else that great cities have. 

This is the tale of the two cities. 

To the Councils It Goes. | 

And now to the councils of the two 
cities the proposition goes for ratitica- 
tion. 

It will be ratified beyond the remotest 
shadow of a doubt.

At the Meeting. 

The meeting of the joint committee was 
held yesterday afternoon, at 4 o'clock, in 
the council chamber. It was ealled to 
order by Mayor Nelms, of West Kind, and 
Mayor Goodwin, of Atlanta, took the 
floor to make report in bebalf of the two 
Wuyors, who were at the last meeting of 
the general committee appointed a sub- 
comlittee to take in hand the work of 
reconciling the divergent points in the 
demands of West End and the offer of 
Atianta for the accomplishment of an- 
hexation. It wiil be remembered that 
West End asked for about twice as much 
as Atlanta was at first willing to give. 
After the two mayors got their heads 
together they made some concessions on 
both sides, and submitted a report back 
to the general committee, upon which they 
had both previously agreed. 

Here js the report. in full, and it con- 
tains all the points in the treaty of an- 
Bexation between Atlanta and West Bnd:

Sec, 10. In all cases, except where expressly 
excepted herein, the laws, whether general, 
charter or ordinances, appiicabie to the city 
of Atlanta, as now constituted and incorpo- 
rated, ahall apply to the territory of West 
End when annexed to or incorporated with 
Atlanta. 

Sec. 11. The foregoing basis of annexation 
of West End with Atlanta shail be submit- 
ted to the geverning authority or people of 
each municipality respectively, and when the 
governing authority of each has considered 
the same, if approved, the legislative commit- 
tee from the joint committee shall prepare 
an act carefully, fully and explicitly enact- 
ing the annexation on the above basis, the 
same to go into operation January 1, 15894.

Crane occupied a cell at the Central po- 
lice station and when told that he was to 
be carried to Atlanta he did not seem at 
all pleased at the prospect.

D0 THE ORDINARIES OF THIS: STATE. 


There Were Resolutions to the Afore- 
Mentioned Effect Introduced—The 
Convention of Ordinaries. 


A finer lot of men than the ordinaries 
of Georgia has never met in Atlanta. ‘The 
meeting was called to order in the fore 
non, at a few minutes before 12 o'clock, 
and Judge H. W- Bell was eleeced chair- 
man. The secretary elected was Mr. T. 
W. Harbin, of Gorden county. 

The ordinaries had not been in session 
Icng when a motion to adjourn until 3 
o'clock was made and carried, after a 
com:nittee had been appointed to bring in 
resolutions. 

The committee appointed was composed 
of Judge Newman, of Washington county; 
Judge W. L. Calhoun; Judge Bleckley, 
of Rabun; Judge Herrington, of Clarke; 
Judge McGriffin, of Pulaski; Judge Kags- 
dale, of DeKalb, and Judge Hendrix, of 
Bartow.., 

At 8 o'clock the committee announced 
ready to report, there being five sections 
to the resolutions. ‘The fourth seetion was 
in reference to the advertising of the 
ordinary’s office, and opened up a warm 
discussion. A section of the code pro- 
vides that the ordinary shall advertise in 
whichever paper the county officials use 
as an advettising medium. There is an- 
other section that provides for the ordinary 
giving thirty. days’ notice of the change 
before he can change, although the change 
is obligatory. 

It Was the sense of the committee that 
the ordinaries should advertise in what 
ever paper they wish to. The resolution 
on this particular line was to the effect 
that the law be so changed as to allow the 
ordinaries to select any newspaper in the 
county where they hold office to advertise 
in. Judge Blassingame arose and stated 
that he had some experience in regard to 
advertising. He declared that the county 
adverfisements in Wilcox county twere 
given to a paper that had a circulation of 
only seventy-five, and that he had been 
treated with contempt. He also remarked 
that he changed his advertisements, and 
hoped that the rest of the ordinaries 
would soon be enjoying the privileges that 
he was taking. 

Zhe Kesolutions Adopted. 

The following resolutions were reported 
by the committee afore mentioned, and 
adopted by the convention: 

The committee recommends that, while 
there are some needed changes in the 
present fees or bills, no action thereon 
be taken for the present, as the same 
may be made from time to time When 
necessary. 

Also, that section 2550 of the code, pro- 
viding for executing titles to lands, be 
so changed as to make service by publica- 
tion of notice once a week for four weeks, 
as in applications for letters of adminis- 
tration, suflicient. 

Also, that service of notice of resigna- 
tion of administrator, as provided for in 
section 2610 of the code, may be made by 
publication thereof once a week for four 
weeks, instead of personal service as 
therein required. ~ 

That the law be so changed as to allow 
the ordinaries to select any newspaper 
in the county in which they hold oftice 
having a general circulation therein for 
the publications of citations and other 
legal notices. 

Also, that annual meetings of the ordi- 
naries of this state be held for the pur- 
posé of consultation with a view to im- 
proving the practice. and procedures in 
the courts of ordinary and the cultivation 
of fraternal feelings, and that a more 
perfect organization may be perfected: that 
a committee of fire be appointed by the 
president for that purpose, and that the 
present officers hold these positions until 
the next annual meeting, to be held the 
third Wednesday in July, 1894, said com- 
mittee to report at the next annual meet- 
ing. 

Other Resolutions. 

A resolution, introduced by Judge R. T. 
Ross, to the effect that it was not the 
object of the convention to increase fees 
or pay for services as now fixed by law, 
was adoped unanimously. 

There was a resolution providing that 
all administrators should make semi-annual 
reports, but it was tabled without a dis- 
senting voice. Another resolution - requir- 
ing 2 &pecial oath on the interest received 
by the administrators was tabled. 

Judges Newman, Hendrix, Hammond, 
Caulk and Calhoun were appointed the 
committee of five, as provided for in a 
previous resolution, to present the matters 
passed upon by the convention to the 
legislature. 

Colonel Glenn's Speech. 


Colonel W. C. Glenn, who is known to 
the ordinaries of the various counties on 
account of his railroad taxation bill which 
has brought money into their coffers, was 
called upon to address the meeting. He 
was asked to talk to them about the 
present status of the various attacks upon 
the bill, and he stated that the Columbus 
Southern suit, in which the constitution- 
ality of the act had been established, would 
be disposed of by the United States su- 
preme court. Colonel Glenn’s bill has in- 
creased the state’s revente by $500,000. 

Resolutions of thanks were introduced, 
and the convention adjourned yesterday 
afternoon until July next.

COL. BRECIKNRIDGE AND MR. HORR, 


Champions of Their Respective Sides, Ar- 
gue with Great Skill and Piausibility.

The chautauqua had an array of stars 
yesterday. Mr. Vincent and Ur. UCon- 
well lectured; Dr. Baskervill conducted the 
Bible class, and at night Congressmen 
Horr and Breckinridge debated the tariff

Eliot,” although the programme had him 
down for “Elliott.” He gave an interest- 
ing sketch of the famous authoress, treat- 
ed of “Middlemarch,” “‘Romola” 4nd other 
of the excellent works of the George Eliot.

Pwo of the ablest disputants in the land 
were pitted against cacy otter. They have 
had long experience iu legislative halls and 
have made a study for years of this yues- 
tion, which, like the poor, is ever with us. 

Colonie] Breckinridge, a member of con- 
gress from Kentucky, is a typical defender 
of the democratic doctrine on this issue. 
He is a typical southerner. As he remark- 
ed last night, nut a drop of his bioud ever 
flowed in veins of a person whose habitat 
was north of the line. He is a handsome 
gentleman with his white hair and beard, 
fine physique and easy carriage. His voice 
is rich and silvery, and he long ago was 
pronounced the eloquent. 

Mr. Horr was a member of congiess from 
Michigau. He isshort, rotund, gray, too, 
with a big head well shaped and weil filled, 
too, and @ wit that is as quick as lightning 
and as deadly—when it strikes—the mark. 

The speakers are as opposite in method 
as in belief on the tariff. Colonel Breck- 
irridge has a rich, analytical mind, which 
deals with the philosophy of things and 
conditions. Mr. Horr goes straight for the 
details, gets'at the cause and effect, they 
can be utilized for his side aud puts things 
with a plausibility that would tie a tyro 
up in a pair of minutes, and only the mas- 
ter can escape from and controvert. 

Mr. Horr has a delivery which is unique. 
There is nothing like it unless an imita- 
tion. He seem& to be short of breath all 
the time, but he is long on sense and facts 
and argument. Colonel Breckinridge gave 
the keen thrusts of the oft alluded to 
Damascus blade and his opponent came 
along armed with a weapon something like 
the one Mick Finn’s father used to carry 
with a bit of a scythe in the end of it. 

A magnificent audience was present. It 
filled benches away back in the tent which 
heretofore have not done much service, 
two oceasions excepted.

of the debate, and when it was over car- 


cried for the speakers to keep on. Both 
were ectly courteous and good natured, 
end the discussion was an event in this 
state of joint debates and barbecues. 

Mr. Horr began by saying that he expected 
that the crowd athized with the other 
map, But he world state that if he did not 
convince the andience that he was right he 
would convince it that he thinks he is right. 
This stirred a rippie of jaughter and all the 
way through he raised sally upon sally of 
applause. There is no such thing among 
the nations of the earth, he said, as a free 
trade country. Great Britain ‘evied and col- 
lected last year over $100,000,000 on imports, 
and she averfiges that sum every year. He 
stated his belief in levying duties to build 
up the industries of the country. Engiand 
levies duties on articles she does not produce, 
Buch as tea, tobacco and coffee. 

In this country articles which we cannot 
produce we put on the free list. We levy 
duty on articles we can produce. My friend 


will tell you that kind of a tariff will not 


do. I think I can tell you what he will say, 
beeause I have heard him-state it so often. 
He says that our protective plan makes mo- 
nopolies. 

Free trade never built a factory or started 
a spindle. England’s manufactures were 
started under a strong tariff. If we make ar- 
ticles here we do not have to send our money 
away. We keep it here. Wages in the Uni- 
ted States are better under our protective 
nhar yy than they are anywhere else in the 
world. 

Mr. Horr stated that he has never found 
2 man who has come here from another 
country who did not say that he gets from 
one and a half to three and four times as 
much on this side as on the other. He made 
a point of tag tide of emigration flowing this 
Way instead of from America abroad. Inva- 
riably when we produce goods in this coun- 
try we cheapen them. Mr. Horr said he 
would filustrate the statement. He would 
take salt first. “If you want to make a 
free trade man red in the face talk to him 
about salt. He says that the duty on salt 
Tobs every poor man.’’ Mr. Horr remarked 
that he knows ail about salt because his 
Michigan home és right in the salt producing 
district. 

The duty of 64 cents did not send the 
price of salt up.

has the finest tin plate factory in the world. 
There are forty-two factories in this country 
making tin plate. The prices are coming 
down, too. The protective duty builds up an 
industry and cheapens prices. The tariff 
bill being framed on the other line puts a 
duty on sugar and coffee and takes it off of 
articles manufactured in this country. 

He cited paper which has come down from 
11 cents to 3. He stated that sea island cot- 
ton growers of Georgia. South Carolina and 
Florida had held a meeting and written him 
requesting him to aid them in getting a dnt) 
on long staple cotton to cut out the Egyptian 
long staple, which is made on labor which 
costa only 10 cents a day, against Georgia 
labor at $1.25 a day. He added that he will 
aid the Georgia planters, too, but he would 
be glad if something could be done to edu- 
cate other Georgians on the benefits and 
necessities of a pretective tariff. 

Colonel Breckinridge. 


There was liberal applause ail through Mr. 
Horr’s speech. Cvlonel Breckenridge was 
greeted with hearty applause. He defined 
taxation, stating tersely the principles which 
Zovern the levying of tax and the purposes for 
taxes are levied. He declared the 

democratic principle to be that only so much 

tax should be levied and collected as is ab- 
solutely required for the needs of the govern- 
ment. When any more is taken from the in- 
dividual he is not treated justly. He works 
for his dollar and that part of it which is 
not actualiy ueeded by the government should 
be the citizen's, to spend as he wishes, if it 
does not interfere with the rights of his 
neighbor. The cheapening of articles means 
better education for our children. ‘The 

Statistica have not seemed dry to hine 

in this eonmnectian for they tel) of 
of the comfort or discomfort of the artisan. 

“f admit. that during my manhood all pre- 
ducts have been cheapened. Everywhere pro- 
ducts have been cheapened. Whether in free 
trade England, protective Germany, high tar- 
itt France. tariff ridden Italy, or in the United 
States with its vacillating tariff policy, prices 
have been cheapened. ‘the intellect of man 
has been engaged in cheapeuing products for 
centuries. No tariff Jegisiation, no bloods 
War, no despotism has been able to do more 
than to check this tendency. To cheapen 
products is the purpose of the labor of mapb- 
kind. If high tariff! has reduced the price of 
articles in this country why is it that they are 
not higher ‘in England than here? America 
can produce more cheaply than England where 
the conditions are the same, even with Eng- 
land’s cheaper iabor. The Englishman , can 
claim that it is free trade which has cheap- 
ened articles there. 

Colonel Breckinridge egg very delicately 
on Mr. Horr's remark that they had served 

in congress together. He never had the 
rool fortune of serving in congress with Mr. 
dorr, he said. And this rather embarrassed 
him, for if Mr. Horr’s otlief"Statements were 
to be judged by the same standard of accuracy 
either the gentleman’s veracity would have 
to be doubted or his memory distrusted. 
It was a clever hit which made Mr. Horr’s 
eyes twinkle, too, 

A tariff, Colonel Breckinridge continued, ts 
simply a mode by which a government raises 
taxes, To make the burden of taxation as 
light as possible on each individual is the 
question of statesmanship. Commerce exists 
and it affords an opportunity to distribute 
taxation iu such a way that it will not be felt 

verceptibiy. Liome markets were discussed 
rifily and the, Kentuckian defined the home 
market to be the one in which he can sell 
to best advantage and the other market in 
which he can buy for the least money. These 
tio im combinetion constitute the home mark. 
et. What is the money we wish to Keep at 
home’ ne inquired, and replied that it is 
the surplus after buying what is needed. 
He favored buying in the cheapest market, 
Wherever that may be. He would remove the 
barriers beiween the product and the con- 
sulmers. Commerce is peace, not war. Labor 
is the universal merchandise of mankind. The 
inan who selis his labor should get hig dol- 
lar for dollar’s worth of work -and shouid 
have that dollar to spend himself without giv- 
ing up a large part of it to protected manu- 
factnurers. Human slavery is a clog to any 
state. Why co we have labor unions and all 
this unrest, if the high tariff is such a boon 
to mapvkiod? Is it not because i[nbor does 
not get its real share in the wealth it creates, 
a part of its share being taken through leg- 
islation and given to the protected manufact- 
urer? 

(o.onel Lireckinridge defied his friend to 
show him a state in America where a woolen 
suit can be bought for $10. It may be called 
woolen, but is largely shoddy, and the work- 
ingman who buys {ft for wool is deceived. It 
does not keep out the rain or the cold. Mr. 
Blaine said that nine-tenths of the great for- 
tunes of America were made in unprotectea 
industries. The speaker asked his audience 
to reflect on the fortunes made in Atlanta 
and see how few have been made in protected 
manufacturers. 

Mr. Morr Retorts. 

When the editor took his second inning he 
proceeded to explain how he fell into the 
mistake of stating that he had served in 
congress with his opponent in the debate. 

“There was always one or more Breckin- 
ridges in congress,’’ said he, ‘‘and [ just 
thought that all of them were born in con- 
greas. My mistake is due to the distinguished 
fumily of my friend.’’ Mr. Horr added. 
“I was very much interested in my distin- 

nished friend's marvelous discourse. I be- 
lieve [I enjoyed it as much as if he had been 
talking about the question we are discussing. 

Mr. Horr declared that the reason articles 
are cheaper on the other side of the ocean is 
that labor is cheaper over there. Colonel 
Breckinridge had stated that the shipping of 
the United States had been taxed off the 
seas. ‘Yea, 87 per cent was wiped off by the 
low tariff between 1842 and 1856 and you fel- 
‘ows down here went in and wiped the reat 
of it. off. when you were after the United 
States.’’ sald Mr. Horr. 

Mr. Horr admitted that he favors subsidies 
or ships. 
eg end says that we should all work as 
a unit. We shonld work for those feilows 
over there. That would be all right if the 
other fellows would turn in and work for us. 
But he won't! 

The Windup. : 

Mr. Horr and Colonel Breckinridge would 
up in good style. Both were strong. Co- 
lonel Breckinridge was very eloquent. He 
argued that America ean drive cheap labor 
out of the markets when raw material 1s 
admitted free of duty. American labor is 
the most ekilled in the world and the highest 
priced, and the highest priced labor beats 
cheap labor world without end. A man 
traveled 15,000 miles to see how an article 
could be manufactured from jute in this 
country and soli for less than the same 
article made in India with labor that gets 
10 cents a day. With the improved 
machinery a woman receiving $1.50 
a day ean make 3800 = yards 
of the article against four yards made _ by 
the man in India, Rhode Island, paying the 
highest wagés in the world and making the 
finest implements, can undersell any country 
in the world. 

Colonel Breckinridge paid a handsome 
compliment to Colonel Nat Hammond in 
pacene. : ; ‘ 

Mr. Horr. in his last five minutes, summed 
up and said that he was in good company 
on his side of the question. George Wash- 
ington had been with him. Bismarck holds 
similar views, and so did Andy Jackson, “for 
whom you and your constituents are still 
voting,” said Mr. Horr, turning to his op- 

nent.
